A year or more, I read Crosby 
at the arro- 
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rather awkward job for Turkey, France, Great 
Britain and the United States. But because of . 
its urgency, they are going ahead with it just 
the same. 

The awkwardness stems from the professed 
unwillingness of some of the Middle Eastern 
-nations—notably Egypt—to be defended by any 
but their own inadequate forces. The strategic 
importance of the eastern end of tne Mediter- 
ranean basin, however, is so great that. matters 
cannot be left in such precarious shape. 

The Paris announcement of the joint com- 
mand declared that the job would be primarily 
one of providing the Middle Eastern states with 
advice and training “on their request.” It cer- 
tainly looks as if no such request will be forth- 
coming from Egypt. Three or four other Arab 
governments, however, gave indications of being 
ready to join. Whether they will be deterred by 
the fall of the Syrian government—which fa- 
vored the plan—remains to be seen. 


To some extent, there will be a contest of in- 
fluence between Cairo and the Western capitals. 
If the Arab leaders would take a.broad world 
view, there would be almost no doubt about the 
outcome. But they have been very provincial, 
some of them failing to recognize that their own 
aspirations.can be achieved only in a world kept 


safe for freedom. What is worse, they have 


stirred up an emotional nationalism to cover 


their own shortcomings, nor have they hesitated 


to inflame it by fanatical religious appeals. 


The past mistakes of European imperialism 
are part of the witches’ brew. They make it dif- 
ficult now to persuade the Arabs of Western 
respect for their sovereignty. Hotheads are not 
too likely to accept the assurances given at 
Paris. This puts an extra burden on the Western 
diplomats and their Turkish allies. 


Yet while moving to protect the Middle East 
against Russian expansionism, every effort must 
be made to convince the Arabs that this is every 
bit as vital for them as it is for the West. 
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Thought Control Gives Ground 


The administration of Ohio State University 
is sweating under the heat it turned on itself 
by imposing a gag rule on campus speakers. So 
it is trying to lower the temperature a bit. 

As adopted by the trustees, the rule held that 
no speaker could appear without prior clearance 
by the president, Dr. Howard L. Bevis. Dr. Bevis 
has now announced three categories of speakers 
exempt from such screening. They are: 1— 
speakers who are invited by teachers to contrib- 
ute to actual class work; 2—speakers who ad- 
dress the religious foundations recognized by 
the university, and 3—speakers at meetings of 
professional, scientific and religious off-campus 
groups recognized by the university. 

These concessions do modify a sweeping rule, 
but it can hardly be claimed that they fully 
restore free speech at Ohio State. Apparently 
they have had little effect so far on the wide- 
spread protest against the rule. 

The truth is that, beyond obvious and gen- 
erally unnecessary safeguards against indecency 
and the like, there ought to be no bar against 
the free discussion of ideas in an institution of 
higher learning. Some ideas are bound to lack 
validity, but it is the business of a university 
to train minds that will discriminate between 
the genuine and the spurious. This is not to be 
achieved through the imposition of officially 
sanctioned orthodoxy. 

The marketplace of ideas should not be open 
only to “recognized” voices. One may: respect 
the old, but one must also hear the new, re- 
membering that neither age nor newness of 
themselves carry authority. 
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The Combe House Centennial 


A centennial celebration is now in progress at 
Campbell House, the old mansion at 1508 Lo- 
cust street that stands amidst us as a reminder 
of a bygone era when life was easier and far 
less complex than in the world of the atom. 

The house and its furnishings are products 
of the fur trade on which St. Louis was founded 
and which helped open the wilderness west of 
the Mississippi. It has been carefully preserved 
as an authentic example of the kind of mid- 
nineteenth century home inhabited by a man 
of wealth and taste. 

By the time Robert Campbell moved into the 
house he was one of the most widely known 
and respected capitalists in the west. An Irish 
emigrant, he was successively a fur trapper, 
merchant, banker and St. Louis civic leader. He 
knew and entertained the famous people of the 

day, including President and Mrs. U. S. Grant, 
Gen. William T. Sherman and James B. Eads. 

Though Campbell, Grant, Sherman and Eads 
are long since gone, their lives and times may 
be recalled by a visit to the Locust street 
museum of mid-Victorian culture. Those who 
stop by will find it time well spent. 
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What Simmers May Boil 

A pot which is allowed to simmer too long 
will begin to boil. That sught to be kept in mind 
by all concerned with the Iranian oil dispute. 
Mossadegh cannot stay in Washington forever. 
What will happen if he goes back to Teheran, 
perhaps this week, without a settlement? 

The State Department very obviously fears 
that his government would be overthrown and 
probably replaced by one in which the Commu- 
nist-dominated Tudeh party would have a strong 
influence. Even without such a political shift, it 
is feared that the economics of the situation 
would drive Iran toward Russia. 

This logic is persuasive, yet the British seem

Persia are so conservative, not to say reaction- 
ary, that there is no danger of a flirtation, let 
alone an alliance, with Moscow. What the For- 
eign Office overlooks, it seems to us, is that 
without oil revenues Persia is so close to bank- 
ruptcy that even Moscow gold must look good.

reformation in a sphere where the national 


power of Soviet Russia predominates. If the 


Kremlin now were to sign a similar pledge of 
good conduct in the field of human rights, it 
would mean very little because the Kremlin 
would retain exclusive power over the fulfill- 
ment of the pledge, and the other signérs could 
do nothing about it should violations occur. 
Fruitful diplomacy is possible, however, in 
fields where power is shared—central Europe, 
for example—or where international sanctions 
against a violation can be invoked, as in the 
case of disarmament or a Korean cease-fire. 
Settlements in such fields. are well worth striv- 
ing for and they would be useful, because en- 
forceable, whether or not the Kremlin moved 
closer to Western views on human rights. The 


West would be wise to concentrate on this type 


of agreement rather than to expect too much 
from paper pledges which cannot be enforced. 
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CAB's Words and Actions 


The Civil Aeronautics Board spoke fair words 
in behalf of low-fare air coach service for the 
masses of passengers, and then made a ruling 
retarding the development of such service. 

Applications of four non-scheduled airlines 
to operate coast-to-coast air coach services over 


routes already served by scheduled airlines may 


have been extreme, Granting them might, as 
the CAB said, have made it necessary for the 
Government to give the scheduled airlines in- 
creases in subsidy. But CAB also held in abey- 
ance alternative ‘applications by the same non- 
scheduled companies for limited transconti- 
nental air coach operations. 

Is no amount of competition by these com- 
panies to be tolerated? The competition of non- 
scheduled airlines’ air coach service elsewhere 
has stimulated scheduled lines into going into 
the air coach low-rate field. Would it not be a 
healthy development if the same sort of compe- 
tition sprang up on other routes as well? 

The result would be to bring “air transporta- 
tion within the reach of the many people of 
limited means,” both because of the service pro- 
vided by the non-skeds and the service added 
by the skeds to compete with it.

But even at the height 
of his glory had to bear the 
stigma of “slacker” which was 
carelessly hurled at Him be- 
cause he took the advice of 
those who had charge of his 
career and went to work in a 
shipyard instead of into the 
service in World War I. 

He overcame even this and 
served with distinction in World 
War II and is still interested 
in furthering the cause of a. 
branch of the military service. 

Jack right now is one of the 
most popular of sporting fig- 
ures. And that despite the fact 
that his last championship bout 
was a losing one, against Gene 
Tunney in 1927 to whom he 
lost for the second time in Chi- 
eago on the occasion of the 
famous long count by Referee 
Dave Barry before the largest 
crowd and “gate” ever to view 
a match. 

One night in Chicago before 
the Joe Louis-Jim Braddock 
championship bout, Dempsey 
was stopping at a hotel at 
which many sport writers were 
quartered. 

A group of writers started 
across the street to a restaur- 
ant about 10 o’clock at night 
when Dempsey spied them and 
told them he would join them 
after he saw his two young 
daughters to their room. 

When he walked into the 
restaurant there was only the 
proprietor, his wife, one waiter 
and the writers. 

Within 15 minutes the place 
was jammed and people were 
three and four deep outside the 
window and door looking at 
Dempsey. And remember, this 
was many years after his last 
championship bout which he 
had lost.

ET’S get our chronology straight. Can we fix a date for 
the beginning of our present moral decay?

Many people attribute our 
decay to the after-effects of 
World War I. I have always 
thought that it started around 
1900 and slowly spread; we 
saw it clearly for the first 
time in the postwar period 
all the gangrene and the rot.

Actually, youth was 
not a-flame, not burning with 
the clear brightness that gives 
off light and warmth, but 
smouldering and choked, un- 
able to consume itself, dying 
in a blackened mass of use- 
less clinkers.

OVIET FOREIGN MINISTER 

ANDREI Y. VISHINSKY made 

a rather unfortunate impres- 
-Sion in trying to be funny in his 
speech denouncing the Western 
disarmament plan set forth last 
week by President Truman. One 
paper here headed its story:. 
“The Tragic Laughter.” Then it 
went on to say that Mr. Vishin- 
sky's speech would make one 
laugh if the international situa- 
tion could offer the people any- 
thing amusing. 

It seems a pity that Mr. Vi- 
shinsky took so little time to 
ponder what might be the results 
of the plan offered by the three 
powers — Great Britain, France 
and the United States. His count- 
er proposal began with a long 
series of condemnations. He 
wishes to make illegal the pro- 
duction of all atomic weapons. 
But he does not realize that be- 
fore you completely wipe out 
something you go through stages 
of reduction, and if a nation is 
powerful in ‘some other way you 
must equalize that power as you 
go along. 

ee 

HENCE, the proposed inventory 
as suggested by President ‘Tru- 
man would be necessary, with a 
gradual move from one ’stage to 
another until an agreement was 
reached as to how disarmament 
would be progressively accom- 
plished. In the end each na- 
tion would reach the point of 
agreeing to retain only what 
would be necessary for defense 
and policing under an interna- 
tional agreement. ; 

I have heard some criticism of 
the percentage system suggested 
for both men under arms and 
production of war material. But 
as I understand it, this system 
is just one method that might be 
used. There was no suggestion 
that if better plans were brought 
forward they might not be 
adopted. 

The general debate went on 
Saturday with good speeches by 
the delegates from New Zealand, 
Cuba and Honduras and then 
speeches follpwed by the heads 
of four specialized agencies—the 
International Labor Office, the 
Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion, ‘UNESCO and the World 
Health Organization.

I LUNCHED Sunday with Sir 
Gladwyn Jebb and Lady Jebb. 
They occupy a charming house 
owned by three American sisters, 
and it does seem an ideal ar- 
rangement for such a guest as 
Foreign Minister Anthony Eden, 
who must come and go between 
Paris and London frequently. 

We, in the United States, are 
gradually ‘building on somewhat 
the same system for civil service 
officials which the British have 
so well developed. Men such as 
Sir Gladwyn remain in office re- 
gardless of the party in power 
and are able to help the new 
party coming in by their knowl- 
edge of past events and policies. 

They are almost indispensable 
in foreign affairs which, as a 
rule, should not change in fun- 
damentals regardless of which 
political party comes to power 
within a country. This, of course, 
presupposes unity within a coun- 
try as regards foreign affairs and 
a bi‘partisan policy at all times. 
In our country we seem to have 
difficulty with this now and then, 
but I hope that, outside of cam- 
paign years, we manage to achieve 
this mature attitude fairly well.

Preventing Pipes from Freezing. 


OST modern plumbing sys- 
Meems are designed so there is 
1 no chance of the pipes freez- 
ing up but some of the older ones 
have to rely on mild weather or 
something else to get them 
through the next few months. 

Covering a pipe with a heavy 
pipe insulation is usually enough 
to keep them from freezing. If 
the pipes are exposed to the 
weather it’s best.to cover the in- 
sulation with waterproof paper so 
it won’t get wet and damp. Once 
insulation gets wet it loses its 
ability to insulate. 

Another way to deal with out- 
side water pipes and meters is to 
build a box around them and fill 
the box with sawdust or loose in- 
sulation. Allow about 6 or 8 
inches of insulation around all 
sides of the pipe. 

A new device to keep water 
pipes from freezing is the elec- 
trical tape. This is an approved 
electrical appliance which you 


wrap around the pipe and plug. 


into the nearest electrical outlet. 
The tape keeps the pipe warm. 
You can get a tape with a thermo- 
stat which will turn on the cur- 
rent to the tape when the temper- 
ature gets below freezing. You

Curtains Made of Wood

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OOKING for new ideas for 
L ‘curtains and draperies? How 

about wood this time, instead 
of fabric? 

New wood slat curtains and 
draperies couldn't be easier to 
plan or to hang and they set a 
style that's a complete change. 

‘Narrow’ basswood slats are 
woven firmly together and fin- 
ished at the top for drapery 
hooks, so they hang from a rod 
just as fabric draperies do. The 
latticwood draperies, as they are 
called, must be ordered to fit the 
windows but when they arrive 
there’s no sewing or additional 
finishing to do—each panel is 
turned back at the edges and 
sewn. 

On what kind of windows can 
they be used? They can be used 
on wide contemporary windows or 
narrower older ones. They can be 
hung from the ceiling to the floor 


or set inside window frames, and 
even the old-fashioned window 
group with a window seat as 
sketched takes on a new air. 

Wood slat curtains or draperies 
are themselves good regulators of 
light and air and they can also 
be hung on traverse rods to open 
and close. 

Natural, off-white, gray, green, 
yellow and walnut shades offer 
variety to fit good color scheming.

A carillon, as Deerdonk makes 
clear, is not just any set of bells 
that will play a tune. It must 
have at least two chromatic oc- 
taves and must be precisely 
tuned. Any bell in à carillon 
must have a fundamental and four 
overtones which will be percep- 
tible to any ordinarily sensitive 
ear. The lowest is called the hum 
tone but the most prominent 
sound is from the note an octave 
higher. Less prominent but still 
audible are the next minor third, 
fifth and octave. So if the main 
tone is middle C the bell will also 
sound. an octave below; E flat; 
G natural and octave C above. 
Beyond that is an infinite series 
which the ear doesn’t note. 

The carillon can be played by 
what is called a baton keyboard, 
or a manual, such as that of a 
piano or organ, which strikes the 
bells by. electrical impulse. An 
automatic player is also manufac- 
tured which will play through a 
whole program. 4 

* 


HE master carilloneurs prefer 
1 the baton keyboards because it 

allows individual touch and 
artistic taste a freer play. The 
batons are connected with rods 
that activate the bell clappers di- 
rectly so that the operator has a 
certain latitude in using force that 
is not possible when playing the 
electric keyboard. Old-timers say, 
in fact, that there’s as much dif- 
ference between the two methods 
as between a piano-playing ma- 
chine and a human performer. 
Moreover the baton keyboard 
makes the carillon of today sound 
exactly like those made three cen- 
tuties ago by the same firm that 
Deerdonk now represents. 

This is Petit and Fritsen Ltd. 
of Aarle-Rixten, Holland. There 
has been at least one Frit- 
sen in the organization since 1660, 
There are now five brothers car- 
rying on the family name and the 
art and science of the bell found- 
er. But only one of them has 
access to the family secret where- 
by every bell that’s cast will come 
out of the mold with a charac- 
teristic tone and perfect pitch. 

“Every great bell foundry,” 
said Deerdonk, “prides itself on 
its tone which it considers better 
than any other. For that reason 
the secret is concerned with pro- 
ducing the tone which in turn is 
determined by the way the bell 
is shaped. So the manipulation 
of a form at the critical moment 
is left to one man. Nobody else 
knows exactly what he does. Th 
man not only must know the se- 
eret but he must have an intui- 
tion which he trusts as much as 
he would a slide rule. 
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HENRICK VAN DER DEERDONK ... HE LOVES TO TALK BELLS WITH 
ANYBO 


“The great test of the found- 
er’s art is to cast the bell so that 
it will ring true to pitch without 
needing further grinding. When 
it must be brought to true pitch 
by grinding or turning on a lathe 
after it has been cast the timbre 
suffers. It is not a ‘warm’ bell.” 


The communicable part of “the 
secret” originated with Jean 
Petit, who came into Holland in 
the seventeenth century and sub- 
sequently founded the firm of 
Petit and Fritsen. He studied his 
craft with Peter Hemony of Am- 
sterdam, the world’s best known 
bell-maker of that day. Petit and 
his family of sons then moved to 
Aarle-Rixtel, a town near the Bel- 
gian border where the original 
foundry — much enlarged and 
modernized—is still in operation. 


Petit and Fritsen was interna- 
tional in scope from the begin- 
ning; it’s virtually a necessity of 
the trade. Alexius Fritsen ex- 
hibited his bells in London, Paris, 
Rome, Vienna and New York and 
won many prizes and many or- 


ders. There are carillons, chimes, 


peals and single bells from the 
Aarle-Rixten foundry in every 
hemisphere and in every leading 
nation. The total number of 
bells involved amounts to more 
than 2,500,000; and there is a 
file for every one which describes 
its size and special properties and 
shows the day it was cast. The 
largest of these weighs 22 tons; 
the smallest 10 pounds. 

Though well-cast bells are prac- 
tically immortal under normal 
conditions, they can be injured if 
enough malice is applied to the 
task. In the second year of the 
German occupation the invaders 
removed about 3000 bells from 


their towers in Holland and 
shipped them out of the country 
along with all the bronze at the 
Aarle-Rixtel foundry. According 
to Deerdonk one of the captured 
bells bore the inscription: 
“Remove me at thy cost 
„When I come down the war is 
lost.” 


The Germans, unfortunately, 
were not impressed by such 
omens and carried off their loot 
with dispatch, When the war was 
over a commission from the 
Nethterlands Government traced 
the bells to a hiding place near 
Hamburg. Though none was 
melted down all but about 800 
were broken up. Those were sub- 
sequently recast. Because of 
having to make so many replace- 
ments Petit and Fritsen did a 
tremendous business for three or 
four years after the war. Now 
they are back at a normal rhythm 
which means a gross output of 
about 20,000 bells a year.

T foundries in the world; two in 

England, two in France and 
Petit and Fritsen. Other manufac- 
turers make bells but do not spe- 
cialize. The foundries which do 
nothing else are still permeated 
by the spirit of the ancient handi- 
crafts. Fathers pass on their skills 
to their sons; and their loves for 
the craft as well for the locali- 
ties, where the same families have 
lived for centuries. A visitor to 
Aarle-Rixten will be impressed by 
the absence of heavy or elaborate 
machinery.

“Making Sheep’s Eyes” At Some-

T WOULD’ seem to take imag- 
ination rather than words to 
describe what is meant by the 

expression “making sheep’s eyes” 
at someone.

cooled the clay shell is removed. 

If all has gone well the com- 
pleted bell should miss the ex- 
actly correct pitch by no more 
than one thirty-secondth of a tone. 
All steps in the process are care- 
fully controlled by human judg- 
ment. Machines are used merely 
for verification. 

Bells have been associated with 
religious worship, civic occasions 
and crises in the lives of men for 
thousands of years. But they were 
not tuned to a musical scale until 
the tenth century and the caril- 


lon, which grew out of the Bel- | 


gian tower clocks that played a 
tune before striking the hour, did 
not come into use until the fif- 
teenth century. Carillons have 
been notable features of cities in 
Belgium and Holland ever since.

In this system a group 
of ringers, using a set of bells 
tuned to the diatonic scale, will 
ring the bells in various orders 
and not repeat any order. If the 
set of bells is numerous an in- 
definite number of sequences and 
combinations is possible.

Since the game is just starting, 
you need only 50. You have just 
drawn. You could make your ini- 
tial meld in only three cards, with 
a deuce and two aces. Should you 
do it? 

Yes, was the general advice 
then. You'll never make a meld 
with fewer than three cards, that’s 
sure. No one is likely to throw you 
an ace anyway. Might as well 
meld and unfreeze the pack. 

But general opinion, based on 
experience, has changed. Most ex- 
pert players now feel that when 
you need only 50 for your initial 
meld, and have a hand with a few 
pairs in it, you’re better off to 
wait until you can get the pack 
along with your meld—or at least 
until an opponent melds, or the 
pack grows a bit and becomes 
worth unfreezing. 

So the policy in most expert 
games would be just to discard 
from the hand shown, and not 
meld, and stick around a while to 


see what happens.
